' lation in an important particular. The university owes it to the munificence of William Randolph Hearst, 
who • donated 


J40 000 for its erection. 
Surely this is a matter large enough to be remembered by ewa so large-minded a man aa 


President Wheeler. 


Was the failure to mention it an oversight--or what? 
The President of the United St.-.tes was there. Did his presence have any connection with the singular omission? 
Was it because Theodore Roosevelt, who wns a guest of honor and upon whom a decree was conferred, is Presi- 


dent of the United States and a candidate for i .--election, while William Randolph Hearst opposes him in politics and 
is also a candidate for the Presidency, l:iat President Wheeler omitted to mention Mr. Hearst and his honored mother as 


givers to tho university? 


If so, President Wheeler -rrlevously mistook I he public sentiment of California as sadly as he did the generous mind 


of President Roosevelt. 
The President is the lai-t man in the country to sanction such an omission or to sympathize 


with the motive that prompted it.

BERLIN, May 15. — The controversy 


regardlns the resignation of the heredit- 
ary Prince of Saxs-Mennlngen, brother- 
in-law of Emperor William, from the 
command of the Sixth Army Corps, which 
has boen the subject of lively Interest in 
army/circles for about two weeks, seems 
to have been settled by a statement In 
tho semi-official Munich Allgemeine Zel- 
tung today, to'the effect that the prince's 
retirement was due to the receipt of an 
autograph letter from Emperor William 
commanding- him to revoke his army or- 
der against the maltreatment of soldiers. 
The. Emperor held that the order was 
subversive of discipline because it encour- 
aged soldiers to complain to officers of 
high rank of their treatment by officers 
of lower rank. 


The Prince's relation with his brother- 
in-law had long been strained, so when 
he received the Emperor's letter he im- 
mediately resigned and the Emperor tele- 
graphed his acceptance of the Prince's 
resignation from Rorhe May 3.

His answer 


was. "Let her take it." 


Mrs. 
Johanson ran to her house, and, 


standing on the stairway leading to the 
front door, drank the contents- of the 
bottle. Every effort was made by her 
horrified friends to revive her, but she 
died in a few minutes. 


The facts were reported to the Cor- 


oner, and later a detective was detailed 
upon the case. Evidences of ill treat- 
ment were found upon the body in the 
shape of bruises and a cut about an 
inch long in her back, a wound, it is 
said, inflicted by Johanson. 
Johanson denies that he stabbed his 


wife, but admits that he threw her out 
of bed a few days ago because she In- 
slstea upon drinking grin- The fact that 
the Johansons did not get along well to- 
gether was well known among the 
friends of the couple.
